Great Interest In the Session at Sprlnglleld 


—Independent Action. 


Great interest Is felt in the annual meet- 


ing of the State Assembly of the Farmers' 
Mutual Benefit association, which opened 
its session In Springfield yesterday. The 
attendance is large, as all recognize the fact 
that the present meeting is one of very 
great moment to the farmers of Illinois. 
The main point to be decided is whether 
the Illinois F. M. B. A. will nnite with the 
people's party, or whether it will act as an 
Independent organization. 


INDEPENDENT ACTIOS. 


As It is understood that tbe action of the 


Illinois men will furnish a precedent which 
the farmers of a nnmber of other states will 
follow, both parties are working hard. 
Some believe that all organizations of farm- 
ers, whether under the form of the Farmers' 
Alliance, Mutual Benefit associations or 
Wheels, can best accomplish their ends by 
avoiding entangling political alliances and 
acting in each state as may be deemed best 
Tim adherents of this view are opposed to 
consolidation with any party, and are strong 
home rulers. Another element is in favor 
of joining hand and glove with the people's 
party. 


ALLIANCE ARGUMENTS. 


Those who taku this view maintain that 


only by unltsd effort can the farmers ob- 
tain the legislation they desire, that by 
frittering away their strength in disorgan- 
ized and sporadic campaigns nothing willbe 
gained, and that the only way in which suc- 
cess can be expected is by coming ont 
squarely in favor of a third party. 
The 


action taken at the Cincinnati convention is 
considered by most to favor this course of 
action, but some of the most influential 
leaders of the F. M. B. A. decline to take 
this view, and hold that all promises of 
alliances with the people's party were care- 
fully avoided. Whether or not the Illinois 
F. M. B.A. will join the third party is the 
real question to bfl decided by thu conven- 
tion.

REPORTS HEARD AT THE SECOND 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Jiew Ottioers In Their Places— Mrs. 


Johns Presents •> Comprehensive Report 


— Her Farewell Words—The Finances of 
the Union— The Woman'* Exchange 
The second annual meeting ot the Indus- 


trial and Charitable union was held yester- 
day morning at the Woman's club rooms. 
Mrs. W. M. Catto, the newly elected presi- 
dent. was In the chair. 


Mrs. H. C. Johns stated taut her elec- 


tion as president of the Industrial league 
was Invalid. Under no circumstances will 
she accept the office. A vote of thanks was 
tendered Dr. Ellen F. 
Grimes, Dr. H. 


D. Hell and Attorney A. H. Mills for valu- 
able professional services. 


THE PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 


Mrs. H. C, Johns presented her report as 


president for the past year. .Extracts from 
It are presented below: 


This society has demonstrated oy two 


years' experience the value of union In 
different agencies for charitable work work. 
Four distinct organizations, each represent- 
ing one branch of charitable work, meet 
once a month in union to consult upon the 
principles and decide upon the methods of 
work for the poor and the (alien. 


B. H. Johnson did good work last winter 


investigating applications for relief. 


CO OPEBATIOK NECESSARY. 


The history of last winter's work empha- 


sizes the necessity of universal co-opera- 
ton, If the work of the Bociety is to be a 
public benefit. When our citizens learn that 
every beggar referred to the society will be 
helped, If worthy, or exposed i£ not, they 
will bestow their charities through the Re- 
lief society which they now squander Indis- 
criminately on every|wandermg idler. Stor- 
ies of the 


FLAGRANT IMPOSIPIONS 


Exposed by our Investigations would fill 
a volume. Children stripped of shoes and 
stockings, and sent out of comfortable 
tomes into the cold night to beg tor a 
mother who sat in a well furnished parlor 
playing the piano, and a father who earned 
515.00 a week : a woman begging from door 
to door, with tales of starving children, sick 
husband and aged father, while two strong 
men at their homes were found smoklng.10 
cent cigars and living on charity. 


DEPENDENT BO1"-. 


A year a go a contract was made with 


the 
Illinois School of Agriculture and 


Manual Training for Boys, through whicb 
dependent boys could be committed to that 
school by Macon county. Under that con- 
tract 16 boys have been sent to the school, 7 
by the county and 9 by parents or friends. 
Three of these have been returned to their 
parents; homes have been found for eight, 
•md five are now la the school. The net 
cost to the county for placing in homes six 
toys who were and would have continued 
to be county charges, and who were being 
thoroughly educated for the reform school 
and the penitentiary, has thus far been 
only $23.00. 


SCHOOL FOK GIIU.S. 


The Macon County School for Girls lias 


received by commitment by the county 
court in the past year nine girls, making a 
total of 14 girls received from the county. 
Two girls have been placed in the school at 
the expanse of their parents. 
Nine of these 


girls have been provided with good homes, 
six permanently and three on trial, and one 
has been returned to her parents. Two 
girls &re in Chicago at the Erring Woman's 
Refuge. 
sent 
there 
at 
our 
ex- 


pense. 
Most 
favorable 
reports 
are 


received from the superintendent of the 
refuge of the conduct and progress of these 
girls. The cost tojthe union of keeping 
these girls in Chicago has been 817000 
There are at present only two girls in the 
school, but on our streets and in houses of 
vice are many others, who should receive 
the immediate attention of the society and 
proceedings be taken tor their rescue. 


The improvement, mentally, morally and 


physically, of the girls in the school has 
been phenomenal. Three, at least, had 
been reported as incorrigibly bad, yet, 
under the loving care of the efficient super- 
intendent they have been always good, obe- 
dient and industrious girK 


AN 
INDUSTRIAL 
HOME 


Was talked of early in the beginning of the 
second year of the union. Plarswereformu- 


ited and steps were being taken to secure 


a home, when Mr. and Mrs. James Milll- 
kin gave the building at the corner of Jas- 
per and Sangamou streets for the purpose. 
It had already been partly arranged with 
the board of supervisors to provide a prison 
for women, and It was proposed to have 
that prison in the home. After the Anna 
B. Millikin home had been occupied the 
board of supervisors declined to receive the 
room 
designed 
and 
partially 
pre- 


pared 
for 
a 
prison 
for 
women 


and 
selected another 
which 
they 


ordered 
prepared 
for 
the 
purpose. 


The preparation of this room was referred 
at her request to Mrs. Millikin, as chairman 
of the repair committee. In July it began 
to be understood that the donors of the 
home had declared that no room in the 
building should be prepared far a prison, 
and that the deed bad not been recorded 
On the 6th of October a resolution was 
adopted by the union which declared that 


Whereas, the room in the Anna B. Mill! 


kin home selected and partially prepared as 
a prison for women has been rejected by the 
supervisors, and as no other room in the 
house could be spared from the other pur 
poses of the home, therefore we ask that a 
committee be appointed to confer with the 
supervisors witb regard to some other place 
for a prison for women, provided that all 
girls under 18 convicted of disorderly con- 
duct or misdemeanor shall be committed to 
the Industrial school." 


The entire expense ot maintaining the 


ho.ne since it was occupied June 1, is 
8407.18. 


Twenty-four different perf ons have re- 


ceived the benefits of the home, only seven 
of them tor the entire four monts. There 
has been an average of 11 Ji Inmates. 
The 


average expense 
per 
month has been 


88.85. or 82 21 per week, including su- 
perintendent's salary. Exclusive of that 
the actual cost of boarding, washing and 
care of each inmate has been $1.18 per 
week. The financial success of the home 
i$ greatly due to the superintendent

the home, and when the security and 
privacy of the Industrial school is de- 
stroyed, because a high fence and a barred 
window will disfigure the building—I find 
myself too old and weak to begin work 
again. To those gentlemen who, through 
my solicitation, became annual subscribers 
to the union, I will say that as my repre- 
sentation of the purposes of the home was 
not correct, I feel bound to relieve them 
from their promises for the future and to 
apologize for having spent their money ob- 
tained on false pretenses.
